The debate 
had proceeded leisurely until Mr. Hull 
in charge of the bill, offered an amend- 
ment providing that retired officers 
above the grade of major should not 
receive the full pay of tbelr grade when 
assigned to duty with the militia o 
the several States.

declared that amendment was direct 
ed especially at General Miles, bu 
Mr. Hull Insisted tha?he had no such 
thought in mind and argued that the 
best results were obtained from offi- 
cers of lower grades. The measure 
was adopted.

condition existing during the summer of 1904, when work- 
men and operators alike were arrayed in arm* *«aln*t 
each other. Both the workman and the employer each have 
rights which the other must respect, and It to hopeful that 
the present happy condition will continue for a

period. Under It* benign Influence Investment in new en- 
terprises Is prompted, and the cucces* 'which follow* this 
Is an additional incentive to new undertakings and the ex- 
pansion of existing Industrie*, while the opposite condition 
result* In promptly retarding; all contemplated new invest- 
ment or stopping it entirely, while tying up for a time, 
perhap* permanently, those enterprise* which are in ex- 
istence, but which have not a* yet reached a paying basis.

THE VOTING PRIVILEGE.

HB difference between "disfranchised" and "disqual- 


ified" as relating to the voting; privilege Is accu- 


rately stated by the New York World. A disfranchised 
cltlsen Is one who has been derived of the right to vote. 
The southern states that discriminate against negroes 
have not dlsfranclsed them on account of "race, color or 
perevlous condition of servitude." That would be uncon- 
stitutional. They have Imposed conditions as to Intelli- 
gence, the payment of a poll tax. registration, etc.. under 
which large numbers of colored citizens are disqualified or 
disqualify themselves. 
Disfranchlsement can be cured 


«only by the state. Disqualification can be cured only by 
the cltlsen himself, either'by learning to read, by paying 
the requisite tax or by registering as required by law. 
The fourteenth amendment to the constitution, however, 
renders unnecessary any dispute as to definitions. It pro- 
vides for a reduction In the basis of representation in any 
state wherein the right to vote Is -denied or In any way 
abridged, except for participation in rebellion or other 
crime/'

Judge Curler Denies Willisms 


a Change of Venue After 


Hearing Testimony 


Frank Williams, alia* Al. Llnder- 


man, the accused murderer of Jack 
Welch, appeared in the District Court 
before Judge Curler yesterday morn- 
Ing with his attorneys, Hartson It 
Hummel and P. N. Packard, and asked 
for a change of venue, on the ground* 
that he could not get a fair and Im- 
partial trial In this county. District 
Attorney Craig and Attorney W. H. 
A. Pike appeared for the State and 
placed several witnesses on the stand 
to show that the prisoner could gi 
an unprejudiced hearing:In this court. 
Judge Curler then ordered that the 
prisoner be remanded to the pheriff 
»ind denied the motion of the defend- 
ant.Murderers Roberts, Gorman and Sev- 
ener were tried In the District Court 
before Judge Curlier and after a fair 
trial were sentenced to be hanged. 
They are now In the Carson peniten- 
tiary awaiting the execution of the 
sentence. 
Williams was not 
tried 


with them on account of having made 
a confession just before the trial. He 
now denies this confession and will, 
without a doubt, make a plea of In- 
sanity when his case comes up for 
trial. 
At the session of the court yester- 


day afternoon the following citisens 
testified: Wm>M. Gotwaldt, B. L. Blng- 
ham, William Blddleman and C. T. 
Bender. 
It wa* in accordance with 


their testimony that Judge Curler or- 
dered the prisoner to be tried In this 
court. 
After the ruling had been 


made and the prisoner was denied a 
change of venue, the attorneys for the 
prisoner took exception to the ruling 
on the grounds that the case had been 
published In all State papers and that 
the powers of the press will Intimidate 
a man Into bringing In a verdict of 
guilty. 
Attorneys Pike and Craig are now 


working on the murder case and are 
gathering evidence, with which, they 
are confident df securing a conviction. 
Williams will plead Insanity, however, 
and will endeavor to be ordered con- 
fined In the State Jnsane asylum.
